SENSATION has been created in maritime circles 

all over the world by the ‘‘windship,’’ as it is 

styled by its inventor, Anton Flettner, a German, 
“hbo deciares that his invention is ‘‘bound to revolu- 
tionize not only navigation but also the generation of 
power in cvery line of industry.’’ The value of his 
system and the belief in it by hard-headed business 
men are indicated by the announcement by the Ham 
burg-American Steamship Company that it has decided 
to build immediately ten freighters of the Fleitner 
type of 10,00€ tons each. 

The windship, which is also dubbed the ‘‘rotor ship,’’ 
derives its motive power from two revolving cylinders 
towering above its deck in place of masts. Thes« 
cylinders are 65 feet high and 3 feet in diameter. They 
make 120 revolutions a minute, producing about 
fifteen times as much motive power as that needed for 
propelling a fully equipped sailing vessel of the 
same size. 

The cylinders are equipped with a small motor, fur- 
nishing the initial power for making them revolve. 
The revolving of the cylinders, in some way not yet 
iully disclosed by the inventor, harnesses the air cur- 
reats and makes them propel the windship through 7; 
water at an unprecedented speed for a wind-driv,. 
craft 

ilettner says his invention is based on the principle 
of the so-called ‘‘Magnus Effect,’’ known to scientists 
since 1855. His invention, he maintains, will not only 
revolutionize sailing, but even the largest stexzmships 
uisng it will reduce fuel consumption to about 10 per 
cent. of the quantity now required. One lone man 
aboard a rotor ship, he declares, can do the work for 
which a numerous crew is now necessary. 

In explaining how his invention may be adapted to 
other branches of industries Flettner states that black 
coal was already being reduced to a minor rdéle by 
“white coai,’’ meaning water power, and that now
